Sims wants Hoover to corroborate 


his testimony regarding the desper- 
ate situation 'of the 
Allie> 
when 


America .entered the war. 
He said 


Hoover gave him "the first real in- 
formation of the possible defeat of 
the Allies" during a conference in 
London shortly after he arrived. 


Chairman Hale of the sub-commit- 


tee announced that Hoover would be 
called to testify Saturday. 


Sims^ today made the 
disclosure 


that in ""June 1917 he urged Secretary 
Daniels to completely strip the Amer 
ican coast of "seagoing protection" 
and transfer the ships to British wa- 
ters. Daniels, testimony showed, re- 
fused to entertain the suggestion. In 
a cable to Daniels Sims said: 


"I fully realize the short sishled- 


ness of public opinion and its effect 
on the distribution of our forces, but 
the fact remains that we could well 
afford to strip our coast of seagoing 
protection and concentrate it alj in 
the critical area'on" this'side of "the 
ocean." 


Ten- days later, finding his sug- 


gestion still unheeded Sims sent an- 
other message to Daniels again urg- 
• ing that American ships be transfer- 
red to European waters. 


"I again submit that if the Allied 


campaign is to be viewed as a whole 
there is no necessity for any high eea 
protection on our owii coast," 
he 


said. "As long as we maintain"con- 
trol of the'sea as far as'surface craft 
are .concerned, there, can' be no fer.r 
of "the "enemy establishing submarine 
bases in the western hemisphere." 


Sims went on to say the anti-sub- 


marine war would be won if the en- 
emy could be forced or led into "di- 
verting na"t of his submarine effort 
to the United States coast, or to anv 
other area distant from HIP »•-;ti«««' 
area surrounding the coast of France 
and the United Kingdom." 


Sims today repeated his^ criticisms 


that the navy department war, slow 
to act on his requests for destroyers.

Washington is publishing vital statis- 
tics for 1020 as fast as they can be 
compiled but information gathered 
by the United Press today indicated 
Uic enumerators will never catch up 
with the population. 


Reports from cities throughout the 


country showed a general increase in 
births during the first two months of 
this year compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year. This in- 
crease was practically uniform in all 
sections. 
Milwaukee 
and Seattle 


-were the only places to report a de- 
crease. 


Adoptions, wherever figures were 


Available, generally showed even u 
greater ratio of increase than births. 
Many cities reported a commensurate 
decrease in the number of babies ab- 
andoned by their parents. The desire 
of mothers who cannot support their 
babies to assure a good home for them 
rather than trust to the comparative 
I'uccrtainly 
of an institution, has 


been evinced 
through 
several in- 


htanccs of babies "auctioned off" in 
some fahcs even before birth. Per-j 
fons adopting babies generally want 
them extremely young. Girls appear 
to have a slightly better chance than 
boys of obtaining foster parents.

'London—The trade union congress 


representing more than five and one 
half million workers, met at the cen- 
tral hall. Westminster, today to decide 
whether "direct action" in the form of 
a general strike shouUK be attempted 
in an cffort'to compel the government 
to nationalize British coal mines. 


The congress' meeting followed the 


vote of British miners to strike if nec- 
essary to enforce their nationaliza- 
tion demand. 


It was believed, however, that final

With a 
minimum salary of $lrOOO in the grade 
schools and the substantial advances in 
the high school, we believe salaries here 
will compare favorably with those of oth- 
er cities in Jhe state for the year 1920.

THE TREATY 
SITUATION 


The treaty situation, whalever we may 


think of it as individuals, is in reality 
simplified by the president's letter to 
Sen. Hitchcock. Mr. Wilson in effect says 
lie will not assent lo ratification of the' 
treaty with reservations which substan- 
tially alter the character and purposes 
of the covenant of the league of nalions. 
Assuming ijiat the president means what 
lie suys, we have this alternative: we can 
have Ihe league of nations in praclically 
ils original form, or we can not have it 
at all. The choice is up lo the United 
Stales. If Ihe president.is determined lo 
follow Ihe course he has indicated, il is 
no longer a question of reservations, 
mild, extreme or middle-ground. We 
cannol have membership in Ihe league on 
any olhcr..terms than those which the 
covenant stipulates. That is the conclu- 
sion lo which Ihe president's position 
necessarily leads. The only thing for the 
American people therefore to determine 
is whether they wanl lo go inlo Ihe league 
as il is organized or whether Ihcy wanl lo 


' 
slay out of il altogether. 


While Ibis is the question the nalion 


inusl determine it is not necessarily so 
wilh Ihe United Stales senate. Il can ig- 
nore UK- president's altitude as defined in 
his letter to Mr. Hitchcock and proceed lo 
ratify Ihe Irealy on any terms il sees fit. Il 
can do this on Ihe basis of a Irue compro- 
mise in an effort lo bring together those 
who really wanla leagueof nationsoritcan 
attach reservations of a character which 
there is no doubt the president will refuse 
lo accepl. If the senate truly desires lo 
bring Ihe United Slates inlo the league of 
nations il will ratify the Irealy wilh inler- 
prelalivc reservations only. Il will listen 
lo Ihe advice of Ihe mild rcservalionists. 
seeking only to prok-cl American ink-r- 
ests and free courses of action which 
conform lo Ihe constitution. 


This would constitute a test of Presi- 


dent Wilson's real position which we bc- 
Jieve Ihe country ought to have. There 
can be no question bul the president will 
make some concessions and the senate 
ought to lake that action which will dis- 
close just how far il will go. The presi- 
dent may be right or he may be wrong in 
his insistence upon ratification according 
lo the strict leller of convention, but 
whaloMT tho fact, il is easily conceivable 
thai the purposes and effectiveness of the 
league may bo preserved wilh some mod- 
ifications of Iho agreement. It cannot be 


regarded as a constitution hard and fast 
for all lime and incapable of further im- 
provement. Like the constitution of the 
United Slates il undoubtedly will have lo 
be amended from time lo lime and if we 
can now devise some of the necessary 
changes which, to quote UK- language of 
the president, do not strike at the heart 
of the covenant, we shall certainly be 
justified in doing so. We hope the senate 
will continue ils efforts to reach a com- 
promise anil put final action up lo !'>*' 
president.

chinery has been turned over valued at 
150.000.000; railway material valued at 
750,000.000;' cables 'valued at (5(5,000,000. 
The German slale and army materials 
left behind and turned over lo the allies 
amount lo 7,000,000.000. Germany has 
paid the expenses of the allied occupa- 
tion of the Rhine provinces amounting 
to 66(5.000.000 marks. She has delivered 
cattle to the value of 390,000,000 marks; 
dycsluffs have been furnished lo Ihe 
value of 200.00.000; and she has surren- 
dered claims on her former allies lo Ihe 
lune of 7.000.000.000 marks. " 


Altogether she has given up property 


lo the value of 44.978.000,000 marks. As 
an eaniest of her intention to observe 
the treaty terms in good faith the pay- 
ments so far are substantially convincing.
